Abolition of Tea Preference Urged. ~ 
?Beytera Service; 


London, June It. 

The House of Commons, cebating tha Budget, adopted a resolu- 
tion authorising the estadlishmeat ofa debt sinking fund of forty 
millions for the Gurrent yaar and forty-five millions next year, and 
thereaiter fifte millions annually. 

Imperial preference came,up when Mr. A. J. Bonwick moved 
the abolition of imperia! preterences contained in the 1919 Budget. 
Mr. Bonwick dwelt on the preference on tea, whieh be asserted was 
not only costing more than the original estimate, but the consnmer 
was also caying substantially the same price as before. Mr. A. 
Barnes. who i3 president of the London Co-Operative Society, as- 
sétted that tea preference was opposed by the trade here, and hsd not 
conferred any advantage on the Indian grower in foreign markets. 
De. W. A. Chapple argued that the Dominions did not want any 
tivpot preference in order to maintain their royalty. Col. J. Gretton 
Sir W. Joynson- 
Hicks enumerated the increased-imports from the Empire of various 
commodities since preference had been adopted, and denied ‘the 
assertion that Indian tea growers did not want. preference. Mr. 
Bonwick’s amendment was rejected by 255 to 150 votes. 

Mr. T. Johnstoa.moved an amendment to abolish the tea duty. 
Sir W. Joynson-Hicks declined to agree to the abandonment af the 
tax, which yielded eleven million sanually. A further Labour 
amendment ‘aimed at halving the present tax. Both these amend- 
ments wera rejected by substantial majorities, and the clause con. 
tinuing the tea cuty was adopted by 259 to 160 votes.
